Insects In Flight. 


Motion pictures of insects in flight 


prove that the movement of the wings 
of all insects presents the same general 
character. When flight is begun ,thc 
amplitude of the fust wing beats is 
much smaller than of the subsequent 
ones, but the period remains almost un- 
changed.

The secretary of agriculture la re- 


sponse to requests from many persona 
for a statement as to service women 
can render the nation in. the direction 
of producing and conserving agricul- 
tural products has issued the follow- 
ing: 


"Every woman can render important 


service to the nation in its present 
emergency. She need not leave her 
home or abandon her home duties to 
help the armed forces. She can help 
to feed and clothe our armies and help 
to supply food to those beyond the seas 
by practicing effective thrift in her 
own household. 


"Every ounce of food the housewife 


saves from being wasted in her home, 
all food which she or ber children pro- 
duce in the garden and can or preserve, 
every garment which care and skill- 
ful repair make it unnecessary to re- 
place—all lessen that household's draft 
on the already insufficient world sup- 
pile*. 


.Mutt Plan Economical Mtals. 


"To save food the housewife must 


learn to plan economical and properly 
balanced meals, which, while nourish- 
ing each member of the family proper- 
ly, do not encourage overeating or of- 
fer excessive and wasteful variety. It 
is her duty to use all effective methods 
to protect food from spoilage by heat, 
dirt, mice or insects. She must acquire 
the culinary ability to utilize every 
bit of edible food that comrs into her 
home. 
She must learn tt use such, 


foods as vegetables, beana. peas and 
milk products as partial substitutes for 
meat. She must make it her business 
to see that nothing nutritious is thrown 
away or allowed to be wasted. 


"Waste In any individual household 


may seem to be insignificant, but if 
only a single ounce of edible food, on 
the average, la allowed to spoil or be 
thrown away in each of our 20,000,000 
homes over 1,300.000 pounds of mate- 
rial would be wasted each day. It 
takes the fruit of many acres and the 
work of many people to raise, pre- 
pare and distribute 464,000,000 pounds 
of food a year. Every ounce of food 
thrown away, therefore, tends also to 
waste the labor of an army of busy 
citizens. 


"Clothing Is largely an agricultural 


product and represents the results of 
labor on the sheep ranges, in cotton 
fields and In mills and factories. 
Whenever a useful garment Is need- 
lessly discarded material needed to 
keep some one warm or dry may be 
consumed merely to gratify a pass- 
Ing fancy. Women would do well to 
look upon clothing at this tune more 
particularly from the utilitarian point 
of view. 


Leather la Scarce Tee. 


"Leather, too, is scarce, and the prop- 


er shoeing of armies calls for great 
supplies of this material. There are 
only so many pairs of shoes In each 
hide, and there is a shortage of ani- 
mals for leather as well as for meat 
Anything that can be done to encour- 
age adults or children to take care of 
their shoes and make them last longer 
means that so much more leather is 
made available for other .purposes. 


"Employed women, especially those 


engaged in the manufacture of food 
or clothing, also directly serve then- 
country and should put into their tasks 
the enthusiasm and energy the Impor- 
tance of their product warrants. 


"While all honor Is due to the wom- 


en who leave their homes to nurse and 
care for those wounded in battle, no 
woman should feel that because site 
does not wear a nurse's uniform she Is 
absolved from patriotic service. The 
home women of the country, if they 
will give their minds fully to this vi- 
tal subject of food conservation and 
tram themselves hi household thrift, 
can make of the housewife's apron a 
uniform of national significance. 


"Demonstrate thrift In your homes 


and encourage thrift among ycur 
neighbors. 


Make savins rather than spending 


your social standard. 


"Make economy fashionable lest It 


become obligatory."

TEWED CHICKEN.-Singe, clean 


and cut chickens as for fricassee, 
cook until tender, adding a small 


onion finely grated, half carrot diced. 
When the chicken Is cooked thicken 
gravy slightly and have ready a pan of 
hot biscuits, lift chicken on center of 
large platter (hot); split biscuits, lay- 
ing top and bottom up; pour over 
gravy, garnish with finely chopped 
parsley. "Serve legs and thighs, reserv. 
Ing wings and breast (white meat) for 
chicken a la king. 


Ham Omelet—Allow three egga for 


four people. Break in bowl, add three 
tablespoonfnls of milft, heat until thor- 
oughly mixed; then pour on hot frying 
pan. 
Add "one-half cupful of ham, 


cook until it can be turned. Fold and 
roll, then serve on hot platter with 
squares of toast. 


Mayonnaise Dressing.—Yolk of an 


egg, one-half pint olive oil, two tea- 
spoonfuls vinegar or lemon jnice, one- 
half teaspoonful salt, dash of paprika, 
one-half teaspoonful dry mustard. Beat 
the egg in a cold dish. If the weather 
Is warm place the dish hi a larger one 
filled with chopped ice. When the egg 
is1 well beaten add the seasoning and 
the oil, drop by drop. When the dress- 
Ing thickens begin adding the vinegar 
or lemon juice, drop by drop. Then add 
more olive oil, then more acid, until all 
has been taken up by the egg. Be sure 
to have all utensils and ingredients 
very cold. If the dressing should cur- 
dle begin immediately with another 
yolk in a fresh'dish and when it is well 
beaten add carefully the curdled mix- 
ture, drop by drop. 


Mock Duck With Vegetables.—One 


pound of bottom of round of beef in 
thin slices, one cup of breadcrumbs, 
one onion, minced fine; one half tea- 
spoonful of salt,, one-quarjer teaspoon- 
fnl of pepper, one teaspoonful of poul- 
try seasoning and two ounces of fat, 
salt pork, minced fine. 


Mix all together, lay slice of meat on 


table, place filling evenly over, roll, 
tie inch string tightly. Place in bak- 
ing pan, dust well with flour, let brown 
slightly, then add one pint of water. 
Cook for forty minutes. Then add veg- 
etables, potatoes, onions, carrots. Cook 
until vegetables are tender, about one 
hour, adding more water if needed. 
When ready to dish brown two table- 
spoonfuls of fat and three of flour, add- 
ing gradually; one cup of stock and 
liquor for pan in which meat and veg- 
etables were cooked, cook five minutes, 
season with salt and pepper, finely 
minced onion and serve hi separate 
dish. 


A Gigantic Meteor Stream. 


One of the moat accomplished and a* 


slduous students of meteors, Dr. Den- 
ning, is of the opinion that the August 
meteors, which radiate from the con- 
stellation Perseus and are sometimes 


j popularly called the "tears of SL Xaw- 
1 rence," belong to a stream so broad 
| that the earth, traveling between eight* 
] een and nineteen miles a second, occu- 
pies seven weeks in crossing it. 


This would make the width of the 


stream, if Uic earth traversed it at a 
right angle to its course, nearly 80,- 
; 000,000 miles. These meteors are so, 
| scattered all round the orbit in which 
, they travel that some of them are vis- 
ible every year. They arc believed to 
be connected with a bright comet 
which, appeared In 1-SC.2 and is sup- 
posed to have a period of about 120 
years. The. outer end of its elliptical 
meteor stream U sKuatcd far beyond 
the orbit t»C Neptune. — Los Angeles 
Times.

What the Peon Llkea, 


The peon of southern Mexico has va- 


rious appetizers that are unknown to 
the peons of the north. One of the 
queerest Is "water wheat," which is not 
exactly what its name suggests, but 
the eggs of a kind of fly. The "water 
wheat" fields are ponds In which the 
peon places bundles of reeds a few feet 
apart so that their tops are Just above 
the surface. On these reeds, or rushes, 
the Insects deposit their eggs hi Incred- 
ible numbers. The peon then removes 
the rushes and shakes off the crop. 


The Mexicans make the eggs, which 


resemble "fine fish roe, into small cakes 
and sell them hi the markets. The pur- 
chasers eat them either as we eat 
cheese or mixed with cornmeal and the 
eggs of fowls. The peons also eat the 
Insects, which arc about the size of our 
houseflies. Their method of preparing 
them is to pound a quantity of the flies 
into a paste and boll them with corn- 
husks:
